The silver vault is the largest in the 


world, being 89 feet long, 51 wide and 12 
feet high. 


The latter section of the treasury 


chambers is the most interesting and-is 
open to the general public, who view its 
interior from a dungeon-like corridor 
when accompanied' by a messenger of 
the department, and then only through 
the bars of a. securely locked steel door, 
where' a Cerebus-like conservator eyes 
,vith seeming suspicion all visitors. 


The silver ig packed in small sacks, 


holding $1,000 each, and weighs 59 
pounds 4 bun'ces. 
It is counted by 


weight and the least deficiency or de- 
fect in, the bag is sufficient cause for 
rejection. Such a sack goes to the issue 
division, where it is counted' numeri- 
cally by an expert, placed on the scales, 
returned to the vault and1 againf 
weighed. 


In the vaults iron latticework parti- 


tions' divide the space into several com- 
partments. Around the outer edge and 
against the iron, frame the silver coin 
is placed- in boxes, and the central part 
of each chamber is then filled1 with the 
silver in. sacks. Each of these apart- 
ments is secured'toy key locks, only 
opened by two different keys kept by 
the cashier and the vault clerk, while 
the burglar-proof metal doors protect 
the entrance to each vault, On these 
combination time locks are used. 


Some interesting figures were, fur- 


nished by one of the employes who is 
somewhat inclined to make computa- 
tions. A cubic foot con tains 4,684 Stand- 
ard silver dollars; packed in sacks of 
1,000 each, $4,100 are required' to fill 
the same space. At the department 
1,000,000 of these dollars are estimated 
at 30 tons, and' the contentsi of all the 
vaults; if represented by silver dollars, 
putting the amount at 767,000,000, would 
weigh 23,010 tons. This, loaded into 
ordinary freight cars with a carrying 
capacity of 20 tons, would1 require lor 
transportation, a train of 1,150 cars, 
that would' stretch along for a <Es>- 
tanee of a, little more than seven-miles. 


The experts- in the issue division are 


ladies, whose daily task in hanHlin'ff 
notes means the actual counting of. 
eight packages of 4,000 bills each, the 
close scrutiny of the seal, the careful 
watch of the serial numbers and| in. 
the case of old money, the instant de- 
tection of counterfeit notes. 
Their 


hours of labor are from nine o'clock 
until three, with an' intermission, of 
half an hour for luncheon. When hur- 
ried some of these experts can count 
40,000 notes in a day. 


An expert counting at the rate of 40,- 


000 every working day would be en- 
gaged for more than 53 years and 6 
months counting the above sum in- dol- 
lar bills. 


Notes in the issue division1, after pass- 


ing through the hand's of the counters, 
are packed in bundles of 1,000 each and 
weigh 11 pounds, When, enveloped in 
a manilla paper wrapper they measure 
7% inches by 7 inches by 6ya inches. 


The 767,000,000 if in one dollar notes 


would weigh 4,218% tons.

Now that the people of Reno have ex- 


pressed themselves emphatically in 
favor of a pure water supply, the 
Board of City Oonncilmen will doubt- 
less act promptly in the matter and the 
bonds will be issued and the work com- 
menced immediately. 


The act incorporating the town, in its 


many details is very plain and the 
board has simply carried out its pi o- 
vie«ons as far as it has been possible. 
The election of yesterday directs the 
board to proceed and complete tbe 
work planned and voted for at the 
election nearly n year ago and under 
those instructions the board can do 
nothiog else but act in accordance 
with the wishes of the majority. 


The question has been discussed 


freely on both sides, and it is to the 
credit of those who have contributed 
articles for and against the issuance of 
bonds that the discussion has been free 
from any serious personal criticism or 
reflection. Municipal controversies of 
this character usually create mnch 
bitterness, but in this particular fight 
there has been comparatively little 
buttonholing or heated argument. It 
has really been a friendly contest, each 
person according the other the right to 
judge for himself and exercise that 
judgment at the polls as he saw fit. 


It is believed that the feeling gen- 


erally was expressed in the interest of 
the community and without prejudice 
or personal consideration.

Fires along the shore are difficu- 


ones to handle. There is always mor 
or less wind near the water; if o gal 
is blowing1 it s,eans to have twice a 
much force on the water front, and 
fire once fetartecl here spreads very ra] 
idly.

The munieipal election passed off 


quietly yesterday. In fact it was -one 
of the quietest eleo'.ioas ever hell in 
town. The suloona were all closod and 
there was no boisterous demonstration 
on the streets. 


The city was divided into five wards 


arid the polls were open from 8 A. M. to 
6 P. M. 
The voting was conducted 


under 'the Australian ballot system. 
The questions voted upon were as fol- 
lows:

the Trip Over Chilouot Ta»». 


Charlie Lake wrote .u long letter to 


his folks here regarding his progress 
over the Ohilcoot - Pass on his w»y to 
the Klondike. 
The letter ia dated 


from Lake Liuderman, September 21st; 
and in part says: 


"We are now over the famous and so- 


called terrible Chilcoot Pass,, all well 
and have eiijoyedthe trip. At.Finne- 
gan's Point we bought two horses and 
packed from .there a 'distance" of four 
and a half miles to a place called the 
mouth of the canyon. We packed the 
horses with 250 pounds each and took 
a pack from 50 to 75 pounds each our- 
selves. 
We made two trips a ,day, 


the road waa fairly good, .being along 
the 
river .bottom. 
From 
the 


month of the canyon it is about 
foar arid ft 
half 
or 
five 
miles 


to Sheep camp, and we also made two 
trips a day over this distance, bur. the 
road was fearful. It runs along the 
side of a mountain which is very steep 
and the trail very narrow and inud 
fully B foot deep everywhere, except 
where bridges had been laid down 
made of small logs, and on these it 
was next to impossible for our horses 
to walk. However, we crossed in four 
days from 
She'ep 
Camp, which is 


located ou a small river with precipit- 
ous mountains on either side. The 
camp ia composed of tents and a few 
log shanties. 


" From there we hired our stuff 


packed over the summit to Crater 
Lake. ' We had 5,280 pounds, and we 
were forced to pay 12 cents per pound 
for paclring. Our party had fifty-four 
men at work and they moved it all in 
a day. It cost, us $40 more to get the 
supplies and outfits across Crater 
Lake. It has been raining - for two 
days and a cold wind prevails. 


"Everything is very high here. Flour 


•is $24-per 100 poundg, sugar 25cents 
per pound, whisky 37>£ cents per 


l drink, und it is home-made.at that. 


" We are still at Lake Linderman, 


and expect to be here about ten days 
yet. Pete and Doc are making the 
boat, and we will have a dandy. The 
ship yard here looks like San Fran- 
cisco. There are all kinds and shapes 
of boats. We expect to reach Dawson 
City inside of twenty-five, days if the 
river don't freeze up."

Fruite, being without 


: starch, keep more easily than, vegeta- 
bles, but many, are variously treated to. 
insaire their fair appearance as com- 
mercial articles. Nearly ail fruits, and 
some vegetables, are 'easily canned for 
•winter use; and if a. housekeeper once 
supplies iner, own storeroom, bought 
goods will never after have an. attrac- 
tion for her. It is a mystery why we 
use canned' tomatoes -when: we are, so 
often vyarned against, their injurious 
effects, anil when home-canned ones 
are.so much better, altogether -whole- 
some, so easily ^prepared and keep so 
well. Perhaps it i& becaxi-ae of an im- 
pression; that the bought ones, afr;nine 
or ten cents a can, are cheaper. Th,is 
is not-the case. The first cost'af quart 
jars, at. retail, is 60 cents a dozen. To* 
matoes, at the heiigM of,th«iir season, 
can be bought, ev.en> in cities, at 25 on 
even 20 cents a bushel. So'evan'the first 
season a quart jar would n.ot cost ten 
cents, and after that, the coat-of, the. 
jars can- be subtracted, making- tihc cost 
of the canned vegetable nominal.—Ella 
Morris Kreitsjehmar, in Womat"'19 Home 
Companion.
